San Juan, Puerto Rico, Sept. 27—A hurricane swirled 
through Puerto Rico today and lumbered on, leaving- a death 
toll that probably will mount into hundreds, and property 
damage that will finally be calculated in the many millions of 
dollars. 


Governor James R. Beverley tonight estimated the dead at 
more than 200 and the injured at 1,000. 


It was the “storm of San Eusepio” named on the feast day 
of that saint last Monday, when the dread winds first started 
their relentless northwestward course out of the equatorial 
Atlantic. 


Island Devastated 


Tonight all was over, and much of the island was devas­ 
tated just as it was by the storm of San Felipe in 1928, when 
hundreds lost their lives and many millions in property dam­ 
age was wrought.

The most famous “missing per­ 
sons” case in American history is 
that of 
Dorothy 
Arnold, 
New 
York's “ lost heiress” who vanish­ 
ed 22 years ago and of whom no 
trace ever has been found. 


Her case ranks with the kid­ 
naping of Charlie Ross or the kid­ 
naping of the Lindbergh baby as 
one of the nation’s 
classics 
of 
mystery, which time not only has 
failed to solve but has actually 
deepened. 


Here is the story of her strange 
disappearance as it might 
have 
appeared in the newspapers when 
It was revealed by New York po­ 
lice on Jan. 25, 1911, six weeks 
after she had vanished: 


NEW YORK, Jan. 25— Fol­ 
lowing a futile search of more 
than a month. 
Deputy 
Commissioner Flynn announced 
today th a t Dorothy Arnold, 25, 
daughter of Francis R. Arnold, 
millionaire

has been missing since Dec. 12, 
last.

Arnold 
disappeared 
mysteriously while shopping on 
Fifth avenue. 
She had an en­ 
gagement to meet her m other 
for lunch at the Waldorf-Asto- 
ria, but did not appear. 


The young 
heiress,

seen by Miss Gladys liing, a 
friend, as

They chatted for a 
moment about a party that was 
to be held at Miss Arnold's hom e 
on the following day and then 
Miss Arnold hurried away with 
the statem ent that she was late 
for her luncheon appointm ent 
with her mother. 


As well as the family can es­ 
timate, Miss Arnold had about 
$25 on her person when she left 
home that morning.

The Ruddy and Bufflehead (but­ 
terball) have been added to the 
list of completely protected birds 
by the Federal authorities, but it 
Is hoped that a year of prote<’tion 
will result In sufficiently greater 
abundance of these little ducks to 
w arrant a future open season. 


Michigan regulations have been 
made to conform to th e Federal 
requirem ents since the state does 
not have authority to relinquish 
protection given any 
migratory 
bird by the Federal Government. 


Eider ducks are 
so 
rare 
in 
Michigan that hunters who fear 
unintentional 
violation 
of 
the 
game laws need worry little on 
their account, but the other pro­ 
tected ducks are fairly common 
m igrants during October and hun­ 
ters will look 
carefully 
before 
they shoot. 


Idealizing that it is not always 
easy to identify flying ducks un­ 
der hunting conditions, the Game 
Division of the (Conservation De­ 
partm ent has issued coniparatlve 
descriptions 
of 
protected ducks 
and birds that are legal game. 
The descriptions follow: 


BIJFFIJiHEAD 


All “ butterballs”

puffy heads, short, narrow bills, 
and at least some w hite showing 
in the wing in flight.

Bufflehead females and young

The Ruddy duck differs from 
the “ butterball” in being lighter 
colored, either grayish, reddish or 
brownish-gray color.

Fuller Explains 


Tax Relief Laws 


I-^nsing, Mich., Sept. 27— Delin­ 
quent taxpayers who wish to take 
full advantage of the relief afforded 
by the laws enacted by the special 
session of the legislature, mus t act 
before Oct. 1, it w'as pointed out 
today by O. B. Fuller, auditor gen­ 
eral. 


Persons delinquent for 1930 taxes, 
by paying 25 percent of the lax l)e- 
¡ore Oct. 1 and an oth er 25 percent 
before May 1. lOilo, may postpone 
the time when their property will 
be sold for taxes by one year. 
The 
remaining 50 percent may be paid 
It any time prior to May 1, 1934. 
interest on both installments of 25 
perc;ent will be computed at one- 
iiair of one percent a month from 
March 1. IS.'ll, up to the time of 
payment. 
On the last 50 percent 
the rate of interest will be three- 
iourths of one 
percent 
monthly. 
However, if the entire 1931 tax is 
paid by Oct. 1. the reduced rate of 
interest is computed on the entire 
tax. 


Tiie $1 advertising fee for Oct. 1, 


1932, may be saved by paying 50 
percent of the tax before Oct. 1. 
The maximum benefit under the act 
may be obtained by paying 75 per- 
;ent of the tax by Oct. 1, 1932, and 
he remaining 25 pe rcent by May 1, 
1933. 
The se and other measures 
or relief of delinquent taxpayers 
were passed by the legislature last 
ipring as part of the emergency 
program sponsored by Gov.
